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Introduction  to  the  Fourth  Edition 


The  beginnings  of  these  materials  were  compiled  in  the 
mid-1960's  by  Professor  R.C.B.  Risk.  Some  minor  updating 
occurred  during  the  several  years  following,  but  the  first 
major  revision  took  place  in  1974  when  new  chapters  were 
added  and  the  structure  was  changed  slightly.  Since  then, 

I  have  revised  the  materials  each  year  in  an  attempt  to 
keep  them  current  and  in  step  with  the  widening  scope  of 
real  estate  practice.  In  this,  I  have  been  ably  assisted 
by  S.I.  Erlichman  (1975)  and  B.  McLellan  (1976),  students 
of  this  Faculty  who  performed  research,  editorial  and 
critical  functions  at  every  stage  of  the  production  of  the 
book,  and  whose  efforts  are  acknowledged  and  sincerely 
appreciated.  My  secretary,  Alice  Ng,  has  had  to  put  up 
with  three  summers  of  cutting,  pasting,  typing,  change  and 
reversion  to  orginal,  and  I  greatly  appreciate  her  effort 
and  devotion  in  meeting  last  minute  deadlines  each  year. 

The  materials,  despite  the  work  which  has  gone  into 
them,  are  by  no  means  complete.  Many  topics  which  could 
ideally  be  usefully  considered  in  this  course- -alternative 
financing  and  marketing  techniques,  foreigner  real  estate 
investment  controls,  tax  aspects  of  real  estate  development, 
the  planning  process  and  lawyers'  functions  within  it  and 
many  other  such  topics --must  be  left  to  be  dealt  with  in 
other  courses,  or  not  at  all.  The  pressures  of  time  and 
of  reasonable  workload  make  this  necessary.  As  well,  the 
materials  are  for  the  use  of  students  in  a  law  school.  They 
are  not  designed  to  be  a  comprehensive  statement  of  all 
legal  issues  relevant  to  a  practising  real  estate  lawyer,  but 
rather  involve  selected  issues  which  while  partaking  of  their 
situation  in  the  overall  framework,  are  individually  interesting 
and  useful  in  raising  questions  about  how  Courts,  Judges, 
Lawyers,  and  the  legal  process  do  and  should  work.
